LOS ANGELES (U PI) -Gov 
Ronald Reagan planned to sign 
legislation today reinstating the 
death penalty in California for 11 
kinds of murder beginning Jan. 1. 


The historic bill signing ceremony 
was scheduled for 10 a.m. at the 
Marriott Hotel Attorney General 


Evelle J. Younger, Sen. George 
Deukmejian and other outspoken 


advocates of capital punishment 
were to attend. 


When the legislature passed the* 
measure earlier this year. Reagan 
remarked. “ The cause of justice has 
been strengthened 
There is no 
telling how many lives of law 
abiding citizens and their families 
this legislation will save.“ 


The bill by Deukmejian. R-Long 
Beach, would make death in the San 
Quentin gas chamber mandatory for 
these criminals: 


Hired assassins; police slayers; 


life term convicts who kill guards; 
mass and repeat murderers, train 
wreckers; 
persons 
who 
kill 
witnesses to crime; and persons 


who commit murder during rape, 
robbery, kidnaping, burglary or 
lewd acts involving children 


The legislation was in response to 
voter approval last November of an 
initiative, 
Prop 
17, 
granting 
lawmakers the power to restore the 
death penalty despite two adverse 


court decisions. 
The California Supreme Court 
ruled 
the 
supreme 
penalty 
unconstitutional in February, 1972 
Later the U.S. Supreme Court 
agreed capital punishment as then 
administered was unconstitutional, 
but 
indicated 
state legislatures 
could reimpose the death penalty on 
a mandatory basis. 
Deukmejian’s bill cleared the 
legislature on lopsided votes, 52-12 
in the Assembly and 27-12 in the 
Senate.

Hunt: fabricated cables 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
-The 
White House, trying to woo the 
Catholic vote for President Nixon in 
1972, tried to prove falsely that the 
Kennedy 
administration 
had 
arranged to kill South Vietnamese 
President Diem in 1963, E. Howard 
Hunt Jr. testified today. 
Hunt, 
one 
of 
the 
original 
Watergate bugging conspirators, 
was leadoff witness as the nationally 
televised Senate hearings on the 
scandal resumed after a seven-week 
recess. 
Gaunt and pale from six months in 
prison, Hunt testified that he had 
been “ directed” in 1971 by Charles 
W. Colson, then a special counsel to 
Nixon, to fabricate government 
cables to implicate Kennedy in the 
deaths of Ngo Dinh Diem and his 
brother-in-law, Ngo Dinh Nhu. 
“ I believe it was desired by Mr. 
Colson, or at least some of his 
colleagues, to demonstrate that a 
Catholic 
United 
States 
administration had m fact conspired 
in the assassination of a Catholic 
chief of state in another country,” 
Hunt said. 
Hunt, a former CIA agent and 
prolific spy novelist, also testified 
that: 
—He was told by fellow bugging 
conspirator G. Gordon Liddy in late 
November 
1971 
that 
John 
N. 
Mitchell, then the attorney general 
and later Nixon campaign manager, 
“ required the establishment of a 
large-scale intelligence, counter­ 
intelligence 
program” 
for 
the 
campaign and that presidential 
assistants John W. Dean III and Jeb 
Stuart Magruder also “ were active 
in its formulation.” 
—He believes Colson, who has 
vigorously 
denied 
any 
role 
in 
political espionage, “ was aware of 
the overall intelligence plan” as 
early as January 1972. 
—After the five-man Watergate 
bugging team was arrested June 17, 
1972, Hunt went immediately to the 
White House and stuffed a briefcase 
loaded with electronic gear into a 
safe in the office he maintained as a 
$110-a-day White House consultant. 
—He, Liddy and an aide to 
billionaire recluse Howard Hughes 
plotted to steal sensitive documents 
from Las Vegas, Nev., publisher 


Hank Greenspun but that the raid 
was never carried out.

Astronauts packing for trip home 


HOUSTON (U PI) - The Skylab 2 
astronauts stuffed the accumulated 
booty of two months of orbital 
research into the close quarters of 
their ferry spacecraft today and 
made final preparations for a Tues­ 
day afternoon splashdown off the 
coast of California. 
Alan L. Bean, Owen K. Garriott 
and Jack R. Lousma also fiddled for 
the final time— they hoped—with a 
space station systems problem prior 
to unhooking the Apollo ferry ship 
for the short trip home. 
The 
three 
astronauts 
were 
expected to land at 6:20 p.m. EDT 
Tuesday in the Pacific Ocean 224 
miles southwest of San Diego. 
The weather conditions for the 


splashdown point were predicted to 
be satisfactory with 17-mile-per- 
hour winds, waves of five feet, 10- 
mile visibility and scattered clouds 
at 1,800 feet. 
Flight controllers said Hurricane 
Irah, located several hundred miles 
south of Baja California, should pose 
no threat to the recovery. The storm 
had 85 m.p.h. winds and was moving 
at 11 m.p.h. toward the predicted 
splashdown point. 
“ I 
wonder 
if 
there’s not 
a 
hurricane just to the north of our 
location up here?” asked Garriott as 
the station passed 270 miles above 
Baja. “ It’s the best developed 
hurricane that I think we’ve seen 


with a very clear eye.” 


The 
hurricane, 
which 
was 
upgraded from a tropical storm 
Sunday night, had 35 m.p.h. winds 


extending 200 miles from the center. 
The only problem would come if the 
command ship overshot the target 


point by about 400 miles south which 
would put it in the fringe of the 
strong winds.

photographs of the earth into the 
small Apollo craft.

The State of California shouldn’t 
allow additional oil drilling in the 
Santa Barbara Channel at a time 
when the state attorney-general s 
office hasn’t been able to collec 
damages from the oil industry 
resulting from the 1969 channel oil 
eruption, the state lands Division 
was informed here at the close of 
public hearings on the matter in

Santa Barbara city and county 
authorities presented this argument 
in registering strong objections to 
oil and gas industry contentions the 
state Lands Commission lift its 
moratorium on new drilling in state 
tidelands leaseholds. 
The state Lands Commission, 
which called the hearings held on 
the University of California. Santa 
Barbara, campus Thursday and 
Friday, had imposed the ban in the 
state tidelands shortly after the 
giant oil spill occurred early in 1969 
on the federal lease of Union Oil Co. 
some 5t% miles offshore adjacent to 
state parcels.

scheduled a meeting in Sacramento 
Nov. 29 presumably to announce its 
decision after studying transcript of 
testimony.

Attorneys to file to stop

WASHINGTON (U PI) - Vice 
President Spiro T. Agnew s lawyer 
says he will file suit this week to 
stop the federal investigation of 
Agnew s alleged involvement in a 
Maryland kickback scheme because 
of the flood of news leaks about the 
case. 
The 
apparent 
hardening 
of 
Agnews 
strategy, 
including 
formation of a defense fund, came 
as attention re-focused on the Senate 
investigation 
of 
the 
Watergate 
scandal after a seven-week recess. 
Agnew attorney Judah Best told 
UPI, 
“ There 
have 
been 
an 
inordinate number of disclosures 
that would preclude the right to a 
fair trial.” 
He did not say exactly what the 
legal arguments would be, but 
indicated that the leaks violated 
Agnew’s constitutional rights. 
The 
Washington 
Post Sunday 
reported 
that the papers have 
already been drawn up but will 
probably 
not 
be 
filed 
before 
Wednesday. 
Presidential adviser Melvin L. 
Laird said news stories that he had 


been the source of reports that 
Agnew was going to resign were 
“ false.” 
Laird appeared on CBS Face The 
Nation Sunday 
He refused to comment on last 
Thursday’s meeting between Agn**w 
and President Nixon, calling it 
a 
serious matter, and one that should 
not be discussed by the Whit*' House 
staff.” 
Agnew supporters have contended 
that information damaging to the 
vice president has come from the 
White House.

Kissinger’s speech was a 
broad philosophical outline 
of "the spirit of American 
foreign policy" in which he 
pledged U.S. efforts and 
influence in settling such

Middle East and Southeast 
Asia, 
but 
he 
made

The gist of their testimony was that proof is still lacking 
that the industry or the Coast Guard can handle major 
channel oil spills without great destruction to the 
environment.

PHNOM PENH (UPI) - 
Cambodian troops went on 
the offensive on all four 
sides of Phnom Penh today 
and in at least one instance 
caught rebels flatfooted in 


an ambush inside insurgent 
territory. 
The supply situation in 
Phnom Penh brightened as 
a river convoy was reported 
steaming toward the capital 


up 
the 
Mekong 
River. 
Trouble 
hit the convoy, 
however, about halfway to

authorities said, when insur­ 
gents succeeded in setting 
one of the three freighters 
afire. 
The

convoy, consisting of five 
tankers and a barge, were 
able to escape damage. 


There also was increased 
government activity in the 
northwestern province of 
Battambang, cut off from 
the rest of the country when 
insurgents cut Highway 5 
earlier this month. Although 
details were scarce, Col. 
Am Rong, High Command 
spokesman, confirmed that 
there was increased fighting 
in Battambang, a province 
which supplies Cambodia 
with much of its rice. 


In Kompong Cham, the 
besieged provincial capital 
50 miles northeast of Phnom 
Penh, 
the situation was 
relatively calm.

Menzel reminded voters that the period in which 
absentee ballots can be obtained opens Oct 9 and 
closes Oct. 30 
A city elections to set the term of mayor is slated in

SACRAMENTO (UPI) — Little by little, the historic 
golden-domed west wing of the Capitol is being vacated in 
preparation for locking the doors to everyone except 
senators and assemblymen. 
Only a few tenants have moved out of the 104-year-old 
structure despite a Sept. 15 deadline for emptying the 
Capitol. Now the target date is Dec. 1 
The 
legislature’s Joint 
Rules Committee ordered 
evacuation after two studies concluded that the building 
could not withstand even a moderate earthquake. 


When the move is completed officials will lock the west 
wing’s heavy wood and glass doors, leaving the building 
empty for at least five years— except for the two 
legislative chambers.

Few jitters for Cabrillo

The Cabrillo Conquistadores and 
the quarterback keeper overran the 
Pacific Grove Breakers 24-7 at 
Huyck Stadium Saturday night in a 
contest Conq Head Coach Evert 
Jones still described as “a typical 
first game” - full of errors 
Senior Kevin Drake, 6-3,191 pound 
Hill signal caller, ambled into the 
’73 season galloping 81 yards in his 
first two carries, logging 136 yards 
in 14 carries overall (almost a 10 
yard per) and scoring the Hill's first 
three touchdowns. 
Drake also connected with 7 of 11

had failed. A 35-yard Drake keeper 
and a 16-yard pitchout to tailback 
Ernie Hutchinson though, set up the 
lanky quarterback’s three yard right 
side keeper for the go ahead six 
points. 


Fullback Tim Davis took about 40 
yards worth of handoffs from Drake

first, a 46-yarder in the second, a 19-yarder 
in the third and a 10-yarder in the fourth. 
The Oakland defense completely blunted 
Miami’s offense, the best in the NFL last 
season, and didn’t allow a score until Bob 
Griese threw a 27-yard touchdown pass to 
Jim Mandich with 67 seconds left. 
“ It’s been a long time since I talked to a 
losing team,’’ said Miami Coach Don, 
Shula, whose club did not lose a regulation 
game since the 1972 Super Bowl loss to 
Dallas. “ They blew us out They really took 
it to us. Whatever breaks they got, they 
forced themselves. Their linebackers were 
exceptional and they mixed their defenses 
well.”

Bums, chairman of the Federal 
Reserve Board, has his doubts as to 
whether inflation can be fought 
solely on the basis of balancing the 
budget and making borrowing too 
expensive, which is his job at the 
Fed. 
So Burns discloses to a House 
committee on Wednesday that the 
President would be “ sympathetic” 
to a new tax increase, to force

One can almost see his grin as he 
says “ Let me take care of this one, 
boss.” 


He trots out to the press room, 
unloads a prospectus for a Rube 
Goldberg device of “ deferred” tax 
payments, 
then 
leaves, 
having 
presumably mollified Bums with 
the news that the President is 
seriously considering such an anti­ 
inflation idea. 
But in Tokyo, George Shultz, 
Secretary 
of the 
Treasury 
and 
President Nixon’s chief economic 
adviser 
and 
chief 
econom ic 
spokesman made Mel Laird look 
less like Merlin and more like the 
court jester. 
Laird can “keep his cotton-pickin’ 
hands off economic policy,” said 
Shultz, as he was interrupted during 
vital trade negotiations with the 
Japanese. Shultz put down Bums, 
too, suggesting that both he and 
Laird 
follow 
the 
President’s 
economic policy — woeful as it may 
be — and “ not keep sharpshooting it 
week after week.” 
G eorge 
Shultz, 
a 
fo rm er 
academic, is a candid man in an 
administration of be-foggers and 
traducers. 
In the valley of the blind, he too is 
a one-eyed king, but his realm is one 
of blunt honesty, not back-slapping 
politics. 
At least for the moment, score it 
for Shultz by aTKO.

Common ground by Steve La Rue 
Valley smog lid 


You’d hardly know it from living 
here, but meteorological studies 
indicate that rural, breezy Lompoc 
sits 
under 
an 
almost constant 
atmospheric 
lid, 
screwed 
down 
tighter than the smothering smog lid 
over the Los Angeles basin and 
creating just as serious a potential 
air pollution problem here. 
In fact, a semi-constant inversion 
layer standing over the whole elbow 
of California, from Santa Barbara to 
Morro Bay, is lower than any other 
on the entire west coast of the 
continent. 
These conclusions 
were made both by 
an 
atmospheric 
study 
conducted 
here bv the Naw 
and one referred to 
in 
the 
Encyclo­ 
pedia 
B ritanica. 
From 1960 through 
1965, 
the 
Navy 
released a total of 
three 
atmospheric 
b a l l o o n s 
p e r 
calendar date from 
Point Arguello in 
order to gather an 
in depth picture of 
local weather. What they ran into 
was a low, steady inversion layer, 
the same that keeps fog from 
blowing away on overcast days, the 
same that sometimes keeps the 
valley hazy with smoke after a 
brush fire in the hills, the same that 
is plainly detailed in the Britanica 
section on inversions. 
Hot 
air 
rises. 
Cold 
falls. 
Normally, air gets colder the higher 
up it is. When you have a layer of air 
that is warmer than air layers below 
it, this is called an inversion layer. 
Rising 
air from 
the 
ground, 
frequently containing smog, can not 
rise through layers of warmer air. 
So, when there is an inversion layer 
condition, this rising ground air and 
the smog collect until the layer is 
disturbed, as by a turbulent winter 
storm. 
According to Dr. Jean Michels, a 
Lompoc 
physician 
and 
former 
c r e d e n t i a l e d 
p r o f e s s i o n a l 
meterologist, this area’s inversion 
layer comes about this way: 
A vast, perennial high pressure 
mass of cold, dense air dominates 
the Pacific, resembling a great bell 
in vast cross section. Air “ leaks 
out” of this system around the 
groundward 
rim 
of 
the 
bell, 
causing the rest of the dense mass to 


s u b s i d e . 
Th is 
s u b s i d e n c e 
compresses and therefore heats 
lower 
air 
levels 
to 
higher 
temperatures than those of rising 
ground level air by the time it 
reaches their altitude. The lid is 
then 
in 
place: 
a 
subsidence 
inversion. 
Lompoc’s 
constant 
daytime 
breezes help cool the ground air, 
accentuating the effectiveness of 
the inversion, and on cool, overcast 
days not even they are enough to 
carry Lompoc’s also constant fog 
out of the valley because of the 
inversion. 
The average height of the base of 
our local inversion layer is 1,400 
feet, and for at least half of the year 
it’s another 1,400 feet thick. 
The Navy found the frequency of 
the local lid to approximate 93 per 
cent in May through September and 
41 per cent for the rest of the year. 
Stagnant August registered a 100 per 
cent inversion layer month, stormy 
March had one only 9 per cent of the 
time. 
By comparison, the Los Angeles 
layer is an average of 1,600 feet in 
altitude at its base, allowing more 
room than the Lompoc layer, but is 
only a little thicker. Thickness is a 
m e a s u r e 
of 
i n v e r s i o n s 
impermeability. 
There 
are 
breezes 
in 
Santa 
Monica, 
just 
as 
there 
are 
in 
Lompoc, but these are low level 
breezes and not strong enough, in 
Dr. Michels opinion, to do more than 
herd valley smog a little to the east. 
Also like the L A. Basin, she says, 
an evening land wind condition 
blows the other way and would bring 
valley pollution back toward the 
coast. But our breeze does not 
distrub our atmospheric lid; it helps 
it, in fact, by keeping the ground 
level air cooler and less able to rise. 
Of course, it’s not as smoggy here 
as in Los Angeles because there is 
far less pollution generated here per 
area as there is there. But the 
verified existence of a formidable 
and steady inversion layer here tells 
us that our air basin has only so 
much capacity to dissipate air 
pollution and recommends an iron 
clad 
limit 
on 
smog 
producing 
developments here. 


Exactly what that capacity is and 
what should be that limit must be a 
priority 
question 
in 
all 
local 
planning. 
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
